Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of tlie general nature of wliat was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Proposed amendments were discussed. Proposed amendments 
appear to overcome 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph, rejections regarding the open-ended interpretation of "includes" 
found in the original set of claims. How to overcome rejections regarding trademark/trade name was also discussed. 
The meaning of "single XML field" was discussed. Examiner respectfully requests that Applicant clarify the meaning of 
"single XML field." Providing an example, possibly with reference to Figure 4D, will be appreciated and helpful in 
determining how a "single XML field" limits the amount and type of content of the simplified messages as claimed. If a 
"single XML field" refers to a part of an XML document, then it is not clear how claim 19 further limits its parent claim by 
specifying "the XML field contains an XML fragment" The proposed amendments will require further search and 
consideration..
